On 3/3/55 FRANiC SCHEINER (sttorney, who, in the ^ 
past, has performed services for UE) contacted J/diLS MATLKS 
(Ui;i Director of Organization). SCHtH\'iiPv told IIATLLS that 
he spoke to "the guy" and laid dovm the conditions, and 
that he (the guy) was not fazed but thought the conditions 
were principled ideas# 

Later that same da;/, SCHEIKi^K conferred again 
with RATLLS. SCHijUER told i'iATLKS that he talked to _ 

a couple of days ago and gave him the three points. SCJiEIi<ER 
said "he" did not bat an eyelash and thought they (the three 
points) were principled. (It appears from this that SCrL.IkijR 
and I-:ATLhS were discussing the same man on both occasions.)

MC LEISK then told MATLES about telephone calls he had 
received the previous Thursday, March J, 1955 » from 
V'hITEROCK and COLLINS of lUE who wanted to meet with him. 

MC LEISK said he chccwed with ’’JULES end FITZ” (JULIUS 
EMSPAK, UE Secretary- Treasurer and ALBERT FITZGERALD, UE 
President) and they said go ahead. HC LLISH said he met 
with them for about five hours yesterday (Monday, March 
7, 1955). he said CLIFF CAMERON (Business Manager of UE 
Local 1|75 - Brooi^lyri, NY) was with him. He said that the 
lUE was represented by WHITKROCK, CERMEY, COLLINS, MILLER 
and JENNY (all ph). (It is known that V’HITEROCK end COLLINS 
are lUE officials of lUE District l| with headquarters at 
Newark, N.J.) 

MC LEISH said that the lUE guys related that they 
heard of the UE General Ext;cutive Board meeting end of the 
possibility that the UE was going to reconsider (merger with lUE) 
because of the CIO and AFL merger. MC Lr^ISK told MATLES 
’’they” are asking about fragmentation (taking UE locals one 
by one), and that he told them he would have no part of it. 

MC LEISH told them if they wanted UE to merge vJith the lUE,
